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Fisheries under consideration: Treaty commercial salmon

Stock status and management guidelines for 2015 summer Chinook fisheries were presented in Summer
Fact Sheet #1 (June 10, 2015).

Stock Status and Management Guidelines
e Through July 26, 109,430 adult summer Chinook and 506,979 sockeye have passed
Bonneville Dam. Steelhead counts since July 1 total 35,339. Through July 25, 63,019 adult
summer Chinook and 290,143 sockeye have passed Priest Rapids Dam.

e TAC met today and provided an in-season forecast of 127,000 adult summer Chinook and
511,000 sockeye returning to the Columbia River. The summer Chinook run is the largest
since 1960 and the sockeye run is the third largest on record.

e Temperatures have dropped slightly at Bonneville Dam. Yesterday’s temperature reported
by the Fish Passage Center was 70.6° F.

2015 Summer Season Fisheries
e Treaty commercial fisheries are on-going and have consisted of six weekly periods to date.

Spring Creek Hatchery sanctuary is not necessary this time of year.

Gill nets. No minimum mesh restriction.

Salmon, steelhead, shad, yellow perch, bass, walleye, catfish, and carp may be
sold or retained for subsistence. Fish landed during the open periods are
allowed to be sold after the period concludes. Sturgeon may not be sold, but
sturgeon from 43 to 54 inches fork length in The Dalles and John Day Pools
and from 38 to 54 inches fork length in the Bonneville Pool may be kept for
subsistence purposes.

24-hour quick reporting required for Washington buyers, pursuant to WAC
220-69-240 except that landings must be reported within 24-hours of
completing the fish ticket.

e Total catch projections for July 28-31 are 2,800 Chinook, 700 sockeye and 640 steelhead.
